Seen Buying Major 
Appliance In *54 


DAYTON — Frigidaire executives 
told dealers attending the Retail Sales 
Conference here today that one 
family in every five will buy major 
household appliances next year and 
industry sales of packaged air con- 
ditioner units in 1954 will be 
$100,000,000 greater than in ’53. 

Some 600 leading retailers who sell 
Frigidaire products in all parts of 
the country are here this week at- 
tending business sessions and touring 
Frigidaire’s 130 acres of manufac- 
turing facilities. 

Pointing to rising trends in popula- 
tion, number of households, and na- 
tional income, L. A. Clark, assistant 
general sales manager, said indus- 
trial sales of types of major appli- 
ances of Frigidaire make could reach 
11,750,000 and over three billion dol- 
lars at retail by 1958. 

This would be an increase of 27% 
over 1953 and compares with 3,647,000 
units and $525,000,000 in pre-war 
1940. 

He added that in 1958 industrial 
sales of room air conditioners would

Lopiccolo Killed 
In Plane Crash 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Thomas J. Lopic-

He had done considerable work in 
the field of research and development 
in extreme low temperature applica- 


tions, and had written a number of 


papers on the subject. 
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800,000 Room Units 
Sold So Far In ’53, 
Carrier Survey Shows 


CLEVELAND—Some 800,000 room 
air conditioners and 40,000 complete 
home residential air conditioner sys- 
tems had been sold up to the middle 
of September, according to figures 
compiled by Carrier Corp. statisti- 
cians, it was reported here last week 
by Cloud Wampler, Carrier’s presi- 
dent. 

Speaking at the official opening of 
Carrier’s new Cleveland district office 
building, the fifth such new office 
opened in the company’s current ex- 
pansion program, Wampler said be- 
fore the end of the year additional 
sales might go as high as 100,000 for 
room units, and 10,000 for complete 
home systems. 

Wampler said that by the end of 
1953 it might be possible that one out 
of every 55 Americans will be enjoy- 
ing air conditioning at home. 

The company’s breakdown of the 
industry’s sales figures is as follows: 

Some 800,000 room air conditioners 
have been sold thus far this year. Of 
these, about 75%, or 600,000, have 
gone into homes. 

However, the number of units used 
per residence is estimated at 1% on 
the average, which decreases the 
number of individual homes with air

More Laws, Victims 
For ‘Death Traps’ 


DETROIT--The Detroit Common 
Council recently passed an ordinance 
making it unlawful to abandon a 
refrigerator or other air-tight con- 
tainer outside a building without re- 
moving the locks from the doors. 

Violators are subject to a fine of 
not more than $500 or imprisonment 
up to 90 days. 

Immediately after the law was 
passed, Police Superintendent Edwin 
Morgan ordered all police to keep an 
eye out for discarded boxes and to 
enforce the ordinance strictly. 

Similar ordinances were recently 
passed by the cities of Benton Harbor, 
Mich. and Lincoln, Neb. 

But despite these civic actions and 
the widespread publicity about “death 
traps,” another discarded ice ~ box 
claimed three more victims—two four- 
year-old children and their pet dog. 

The tragedy occurred in Bainbridge, 
Ga., taking the lives of Susan Hinch- 
cliff and her playmate John Frank 
Morgan. The death trap was standing 
in the garage at Susan’s home. 


RaccA Meets With United Association 
On Industry-Wide Labor Problems 


CHICAGO—Representatives of the 
Refrigeration & Air Conditioning Con- 
tractors Association and the United 
Association of the Plumbing and 
Pipefitting Industry (AFL) will meet 
in Washington, D. C., Oct. 21-23 to 
plan a basis for cooperative agree- 
ment on air conditioning in the auto- 
motive and domestic fields, and im- 
proved customer, contractor, and 
labor relations, according to Ray 
Kromer, executive vice president of 
RACCA. 

At the same time, Kromer an- 
nounced that a new, long-range, 10- 
point program for RACCA members 
has been approved and is ready for 
launching. 

He said objectives and benefits of 
the program are much the same as 
when the organization was formed 
but that “this composite plan pro- 
vides for planned action to make 
them realistic and positive in up- 


building the contractor’s position and 
profits.” 

Kromer reported that the forth- 
coming conference between RACCA 
and the UA is one of a series sched- 
uled as the result of a recent meet- 
ing of the two groups in Washington, 


held after four years of relative in- 
activity in this respect. 

At this meeting, he said, it de- 
veloped that the many problems in 
the contracting field arising from the 
rapid growth of the industry re- 
quired cooperative attention from 
both associations. 

“Preliminary to the Washington 
meetings,” Kromer stated, “a study 
is being made of the attitude of the 
automotive industry toward the in- 
stallation and service of the air con- 
ditioning of motor vehicles. 

“At the same time, a plan will be 
discussed and methods established 
which can carry automotive air con- 
ditioning to established service sta- 
tions in each community. Another im- 
mediate study for discussion, during 
the October meetings, is the distribu- 
tion of home and window air condi- 
tioners.” 

Kromer said it is hoped that agree- 
ment will be reached on a program 
for all fields to provide for top grade 
installation and service by qualified 
contractors and a pattern established 
for negotiations at the national, state, 
and local levels.

DealersUrgedTo 
Fight Excise Tax 


Bombard Congressmen 
With Protests, 3 Groups 
Of Manufacturers Suggest 


NEW YORK CITY—tThree organi- 
zations of appliance manufacturers 
are urging retailers and distributors 
to bombard Congressmen with ap- 
peals to end “unfair and discrimina- 
tory” federal excise taxes on electric, 
gas, and oil appliances. 

They are the National Electrical 
Manufacturers Association, the Gas 
Appliance Manufacturers Association, 
and the Oil-Heat Institute of Amer- . 
ica. 

At a press conference at the Hotel 
Biltmore here, representatives of the 
three groups announced plans to en- 
list the support of their members 
and appliance wholesalers and dealers 
in a campaign to bring facts about 
the excise taxes to the attention of 
Congress and also the Administra- 
tion. 

Said Reese Mills, chairman of 
NEMA’s Excise Tax Advisory Com- 
mittee and of the press conference: 

“The tax repeal program stems 
from the fact that this coming year 
the Congress undoubtedly will con- 
sider a number of proposals for re- 
vising the federal tax structure, and 
the industry is anxious that congress- 
men be informed as to the necessity 
for repealing the tax on appliances. 

“Declines in the sales of appliances 
show that the excise taxes are hav- 
ing a serious effect upon the sales of 
these products.” 

A “fact sheet” will be sent to the 
manufacturers outlining reasons why 
these taxes should be repealed. The 
sheet states: 

“1. These taxes are unfair and dis- 
criminatory. 

“The 10% federal manufacturers’ 
excise taxes on appliances are in addi- 
tion to the other taxes paid by busi- 
ness (on property, income, etc.). They 
are extra taxes on certain widely used 
household and farm necessities, to 
which many other durable and non- 
durable goods are not subject. 

“These taxes were imposed at the 
outset of World War III to dis- 
courage consumer buying of items 
containing scarce metals and other 
materials needed for military use. 
Now these consumer businesses need 
the encouragement of tax reduction. 
It is important to recall that in the 
original bill as passed, these taxes 
were to terminate at the end of the 
war emergency. 

“2. Most of the household appli- 
ances on which these excise taxes are 
levied are essentials. 

“Stoves, refrigerators, irons, water 
heaters, and other appliances essential 
to living on farms or in cities are 
subject to these taxes. These have 
long been considered necessities and 
essentials in this country. They are 
certainly not luxuries. A more com- 
plete list follows: 

“Mechanical refrigeraters; farm 
and home freezers; electric, gas and 
oil ranges and water heaters; elec- 


tric garbage disposal units; dish- 
washers; dehumidifiers, and ironing 
machines; electric or gas clothes 


driers; electric flat irons; electric air 
heaters (not including furnaces); 
electric blankets, sheets, and spreads; 
electric mixers, whippers, and juicers; 
electric food choppers and grinders. 

“Also, electric broilers, coffee 
makers, sandwich grills, and waffle 
irons, hot plates, roasters, toasters, 
deep fat fryers, ice cream freezers, 
belt-driven fans, exhaust blowers, 
door chimes, hedge trimmers, floor 
polishers and waxers, and pants pres- 
sers, and power lawn mowers.

N. Y. Landlords Must Fix 
Faulty Appliances In Week 


NEW YORK CITY—Joseph D. Mc- 
Goldrick, State Rent Administrator, 
recently directed local rent offices 
to advise landlords that they must re- 
pair or replace defective mechanical 
refrigerators or kitchen stoves within 
seven days after official notification 
of complaints by tenants. 

He warned that landlords who fail 
to comply with the rule might be 
ordered to reduce their rent. 

Within the seven-day period, land- 
lords must submit affidavits from a 
qualified mechanic that he has either 
found the equipment in good work- 
ing order or has made necessary re- 
pairs; that the defective equipment 
has been replaced by adequately 
functioning equipment; or that the 
tenant has consented to accept new 
equipment, in which case the land- 
lord may apply for an increase in 
the maximum rent.

“3. The discrimination inherent in

modern federal tax structure. 
“The House Ways and Means Com- 

mittee and the Secretary of the 
| Treasury, George M. Humphrey, are 
| studying the tax structure of the 
federal government preparatory to 
revamping and modernizing it. Such 
revision is long overdue, as many of 
our taxes were originally levied many 
years ago for reasons which are no 
longer valid. Economic conditions 
| have also changed greatly in recent

In addition to the central control, 
the 1,300 guests rooms and some 
150,000 sq. ft. of commercial offices 
have individual controls so that each 
occupant can select other than the 
standard temperatures if desired. 

Refrigeration is provided by three 
Carrier centrifugal machines in the 
basement, and more than 12 miles of 
conduit distribute conditioned air 
through the guest room and office 
building wings.

A total of 60 fans ranging from 
1 ft. to as big as 7 ft. in diameter

Servel Civilian Sales 
Rise But Profit Drops 


NEW YORK CITY—Net sales of 
civilian products by Servel, Inc. 
showed increases of $21,274,682 in the 
nine months and $8,814,599 in the 
quarter ended July 31, the company 
reported. Both figures are in com- 
parison with the corresponding 1952 
periods. 

Paced by a 300% increase in dollar 
sales of air conditioning units, and a 
46% rise in dollar sales of refriger- 
ators, there was an increase in civil- 
ian sales of $1,959,000 from second- 
quarter 1953 to third-quarter 1953. 

Total net sales of the company in 
the nine-month period amounted to 
$126,213,470, compared with $50,392,- 
882 in the like period a year ago. 
However, earnings dropped to $198,- 
219, or 2 cents a share, from $581,930, 
or 231% cents a share, in the corre- 
sponding 1952 period. 

For the quarter ended July 31, the 
company reported net sales of 
$38,642,191, against $27,230,093 a year 
earlier, and a net loss of $90,571, 
compared with a profit of $1,062,150 
in the like period of last year. 

While its civilian products have 
been gaining increasing acceptance in 
the fields of household refrigeration 
and air conditioning, changes in the 
defense program have brought cut- 
backs there, Servel said. 

Defense output in the third quarter 
of 1953 declined $11,562,000 from the 
quarter immediately preceding. 

W. Paul Jones, president, pointed 
out that this had complicated the 
task of organizing production for 
highest efficiency. 

Jones told stockholders: “‘The com- 
pany’s cost situation in producing 
civilian goods did not improve mate- 
rially over the second quarter. Cost 
standards are not yet being met and 
this, together with higher distribution 
costs and seasonal advertising, ac- 
counts for the poor results of the 
third quarter. 

“A definite program has_ been 
adopted to reduce manufacturing and 
general expense. In this connection 
cost and management specialists have 
been retained to advise management 
in bringing costs and expenses under 
better control.” 

Directors of the company declared 
the quarterly dividend of $1.12% on 
the $4.50 cumulative preferred, pay- 
able Oct. 1, 1953, to holders of record 
Sept. 24, 1953.

Commercial Distributor Finds House Organs

Why Dealers Fail 


Mismanagement, Incompetence Seen as Chief Reasons 
For Small Retailers Closing Doors 


SAN FRANCISCO — A Bank of 
America official recently urged the 
electrical industry to “develop and 
set in motion the kind of educational 
operation that will... provide sound 
management information for the 
small retailers ... and set their feet 
squarely on the path to profit.” 

The suggestion was made by 
Richard M. Oddie, director of the 
bank’s Small Business Advisory 
Service, in addressing the 18th an- 
nual conference of the International 
Association of Electrical Leagues. 

Oddie said the small businessman 
“needs to know and wants to know 
the ‘how-to-do-it,’ so far as it pertains 
to the various operational areas of his 
business.” He listed these areas as in- 
cluding planning, merchandising, pro- 
motion, selling, personnel, operations, 
credi, and financial management. 

“It is our contention,” he declared, 
“that greater competence in these 
fields . . . will improve the quality of 
retailing in the radio-TV-appliance 
field... 


INFORMATION MAY BE 
ALL THAT’S NEEDED 


“We believe there are enough small 
businessmen . . with enough in- 
dustry, integrity, and initiative to 
make it worthwhile for us to find a 
way to provide them with the man- 
agement information they need in 
order to tip the balance from mar- 
ginal to profitable operation. 

“A few--too few—manufacturers 
are working in the field now. So are 
a few banks and a few trade associa- 
tions and a few dealer groups. But 
there is room for—and a crying need 
for—-far more collective action in 
this field if any appreciable number 
of retailers are to be upgraded and 
placed squarely on the path to profit. 

“This is a challenge that you might 
accept—-as an association, as a group 
of organizations, as individuals who 
are concerned with the problems of 
profitable small business survival in 
the electrical industry. To meet it 
may call for new attitudes, new ap- 
proaches, and new relationships. 


NEW ATTITUDE SEEN 


“The new attitude may well be a 
broader acceptance of the principle 
that the industry job is not completed 
until the retailer has sold the mer- 
chandise at a profit. 

“The new approach may well be 
the assumption of a broader respon- 
sibility for retailer betterment pro- 
grams by dominant trade groups 
within each of our principle industry 
families. 

“The new relationship may well be 
the creation of industry task forces, 
led by dominant trade groups and in- 
cluding representatives of the princi- 
ple professional associations in each 
of the retail operational areas that we 
have enumerated. 

“As I see it, there is no reason 
why the organized management, ad- 
vertising, sales, personnel, credit, and 
banking associations cannot be in- 
vited to join with your association, 
your component groups, and your in- 
dustry—-on a national basis—-to de- 
velop and make available to appliance 
retailers the management information 
that is so essential.” 

In his opening remarks on the sub- 
ject, “The Path To Profit for Elec- 
trical Small Business,” Oddie pointed 
out that the Bank of America is ac- 
tively serving over 5,000 radio-TV- 
appliance dealers in California. 

After noting other facts concerning 
the bank’s operations, he reported 
results (see table) of a study, re- 
cently made by Dun & Bradstreet at 
the bank’s request, of the causes of 
failure in the  radio-TV-appliance 
field during 1952. The survey disclosed 
that mismanagement and incompe- 
tence were the principal causes of 
failure in this field. 

“It is not pleasant to linger in the 
business _ Graveyard reading post- 


mortems and autopsy reports,’’ Oddie 
commented. “‘But there is a benefit in 
it, because for each failure, with loss 
to creditors, there are some dozens of 
unrecorded discontinuances, in which 
an unhappy and discouraged individ- 


.ual pays his bills and quietly goes out 


of business. 

“If we can assume that discontinu- 
ances and failures, alike, spring from 
incompetence and mismanagement, 
then we have a definite objective if 
we wish to keep more small retailers 
on the path to profit—-show them how 
to increase their competence and im- 
prove their management. 

“If this can be done—if any ap- 
preciable number of dealers can be 
better qualified for the competitive 
battle of the market place—your 
whole industry should benefit because 
available time and effort can then be 
concentrated on those small business- 
men best qualified to benefit by it... 

“As a bank, we have always tried 
to provide the on-the-spot counsel 
and guidance that is so essential to 
most retailers. And we have gone a 
step beyond into the educational field, 
preparing and releasing some 25,000 
copies of an information digest on the 
appliance business, and cooperating 
with other organizations in small busi- 
ness clinics, finance forums, mer- 
chandising programs, and retail sales 
training programs. 


RETAILER WANTS TO KNOW 
‘HOW TO DO IT 


“This experience has indicated to 
us that what the small businessman 
needs to know and wants to know is 
the ‘how-to-do-it’ so far as it pertains 
to the various operational areas of 
his business.” 

Oddie said the bank’s experience in- 
dicates that small retail operations, 
as the owner-manager sees them, can 
be divided into the following catego- 
ries: 

“First, the over-all concept of 
PLANNING—those things that a 
prospective store owner should think 
about before he makes any move he 
cannot cancel and replay. Applied to 
an existing business, planning repre- 
sents the assimilation and understand- 
ing of the principle of going slow, of 
looking before leaping. 


PLANNING SHOULD NOT BE 
CONFUSED WITH TIMIDITY 


“To many businessmen—large and 
small—planning is quite often con- 
fused with business timidity—‘being 
afraid to take a chance’... That 
misconception is unwarranted be- 
cause planning... is no more than 
a checking of the facts in advance to 
see whether a calculated risk is justi- 
fied or not... 

“Second on the list is MERCHAN- 
DISING—the decisions that are con- 
cerned with selling the right goods, 
at the right time, at the right 
price... 

“Progressive retailers everywhere 
are making a determined effort to 
keep a properly price-lined inventory 
in balance with consumer demand. 
Large retailers, regardless of field .. . 
have developed methods designed to 
keep inventory fresh, in balance, and 
in profitable motion. 

“But many small retailers, partic- 
ularly the ones who are subjected to 
constant and strong buying pressure 
from a number of promotion-minded 
resources, do not have an inventory 
system to flash the ‘danger-overstock’ 
warning at a time when they are be- 
ing urged to buy—or perhaps over- 
buy. 

“A great many small appliance 
dealers have a tendency to merchan- 
dise from memory. This is dangerous. 
It may lead to overbuying. The 
dealer may also forget how much 
slow-moving or stale stock has ac- 
cumulated in the dark corners of the 
sales floor, the backroom, or the 
warehouse.

cerned, merchandising means inven- 
tory control ... 

“Third on the list is PROMOTION 
—the use of all the aids, devices, and 
inducements by which the retailer 
can tell the story of his store, serv- 
ice, merchandise, and business per- 
sonality to as many of the people in 
his trading area as possible... 

“Unless promotion is carried on 
with enterprise, originality, plan, 
budget, and timetable, a powerful 
and dynamic element will be missing 
from the business picture, particularly 
if the retailer sells merchandise that 
is being heavily advertised by the 
manufacturer ... 

“The retailer’s promotional job is 
to create a plan and a budget that 


will enable him to put his best foot 


forward, in step with his local sea- 
sonal opportunities and his manufac- 
turers’ and utilities’ promotions, and 
to do this with consistency, at a pace 
that his budget can stand. 

“If promotion is based to a large 
extent on projecting the personality 
of the business, it sets the stage for 
the fourth category on our list— 
SELLING. 

“By selling, we mean helping the 
customer decide wisely—and we have 
stressed this definition again and 
again in our work with California 
retailers and with our own bank staff. 

“As we see it, it is a definition 
that everyone can live with—retailers, 
salespeople, and customers—because 
it has as its one objective the satisfac-

Plugged Driers 


Within the past two weeks, three 
prominent manufacturers of driers 
have called to the writer’s attention 
the high percentage of driers that are 
returned to them badly stopped up 
with foreign matter. 

The driers of these three manufac- 
turers vary widely in design and are 
not so constructed that they would 
stop up easily. 

There is no reason to suspect, there- 
fore, that only these three manufac- 
turers are having this experience. It 
is probable that all manufacturers of 
driers are having the same trouble. 

When a drier is returned to a 
manufacturer, he cuts it open to find 
out why the drier was returned as 
“defective.” He keeps records of the 
driers that are returned to him and 
what he finds wrong with them. 
Those records show some surprising 
and even astonishing facts. 

One manufacturer finds that of the 
driers returned to him as defective 
about 90% were badly contaminated 
with foreign matter, and that the de- 
siccant (drying material in the drier) 
was still capable of removing a very 
large amount of water.

In other words, 90% of the driers 
returned to that manufacturer were 
removed not because they were no 
longer able to dry the refrigerant, 
which is what a drier is primarily 
intended for, but because those driers 
became fouled with foreign matter. 


Another manufacturer reported a 
percentage almost as high—-over 80% 
of his driers—that were returned to 
the factory need not have been re- 
turned if the systems had been rea- 
sonably clean, or if a separate filter 
had been used ahead of the drier, in 
order to catch the foreign matter 
before it got to the drier. The third 
manufacturer reported unnecessary 
returns of driers to him at about 4 
out of 5, which is, of course, about 
80%. 

To illustrate how driers are often 
saddled with jobs that a filter could 
do, here is a true story: A manufac- 
turer’s representative calling upon a 
wholesaler was told, “Boy, that .... 
(catalogue number) drier is a dandy. 
I sell lots of them, and they sure do 
a job of drying out a system.” The 
manufacturer’s representative didn’t 
have the heart to tell him that the 
eoerree “drier” did not have a bit of 
desiccant in it; it was a filter only! 


A drier does not have to be almost 


re 


oe 


stopped up to cause trouble. If it has 
enough foreign material in it to 
restrict the flow of liquid refrigerant 
through it, it can cause trouble. A 
well designed, new drier should not 
have a pressure-drop of more than a 
pound or so per square inch at most. 
If it is partially plugged, the high 
pressure-drop may cause the evap- 
orator to be only partially active, re- 
sulting in high cabinet temperatures 
and excessive operation time and 
cost, for which the expansion valve 
may get the blame. 


WHERE DOES THE FOREIGN 
MATTER COME FROM? 


What foreign matter was found in 
the driers? The most commonly found 
materials were: silicates (just plain 
dirt and sand), soldering paste, parti- 
cles of solder, iron and copper filings, 
cuttings and chips, carbon particles, 
and gums and sludges of indetermi- 
nate origin. 

How did these materials get into 
the system? Judging from the mate- 
rials themselves, some were in the 
new equipment when it came from 
the manufacturers, and some got in 
while the equipment was being in- 
stalled or serviced. Both the original 
equipment manufacturer and the in- 
stallation and service men are at 
fault, but the evidence indicates that 
the field man is perhaps more to 
blame than the original manufac- 
turer of the equipment. 

Most manufacturers go to great 


in the compressor becomes hot and 
agitated, thus doing an excellent job 
of washing and scrubbing the inner 
parts of the coinpressor. 

When the equipment is installed in 
the field, there is further opportunity 
to introduce dirt and other mate- 
rials. If left open, dirt, dust, plaster, 
and a variety of fine particles can 
get into tubing, evaporators, con- 
densers, and other parts. 

If the installation man is not care- 
ful, he may us* more soldering paste 
than is necessary and some of it gets 
into the system. He is especially apt 
to do this if he is being pushed for 
time and has to rush the job. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE ABOUT IT? 


What is the remedy? First, of 
course, everyone all down the line 
must use every care to keep the sys- 
tem clean—-the manufacturer, the in- 
stallation man, and the serviceman. 

None are entirely innocent, so it 
does not help to blame the other 
fellow. It is up to everyone to watch 
his particular part and do as clean 
a job as he can. Keep everything out 
of a refrigerating system but refrig- 
erant and oil. 

Watch head pressures, keep them 
as low as possible at the conditions 
under which the equipment must 
operate. High head pressures and hot 
compressors contribute to oil break- 
down and formation of sludges, car- 
bons, and gums. 

Use only good quality, highly 
refined oils of low wax point. Use 
the oil recommended by the manufac- 
turer of the compressor. He knows 
what the clearances, bearing loads, 
and temperatures are in his com- 
pressor and he knows from labora- 
tory tests and field experience what 
is the best oil to use in his compres- 
sor. 

The first few days of operation of 
a brand new installation are apt to 
be the worst from a standpoint of 
foreign matter. We may as well face 
the fact that there is going to be 
some dirt and solder in the system,

parts, such as hermetic motor stators, 
are washed with hot naptha or other 
solvents and detergents. 

Compressors are “run-in’’ with spe- 
cial oils selected more for their clean- 
ing qualities than for lubrication. 
Such “run-in” operations are actually 
of more value as “‘wash-outs” than to 
wear the parts into one another. Fits 
and finishes today are so accurate and 
fine that run-in as we used to know 
it years ago is scarcely necessary. 

Yet, despite all these precautions, 
there are some very fine particles left 
in the new equipment, clinging to 
inner surfaces, especially in crevices 
and pockets. In some instances, core 
sand and metal cuttings and chips 
get by and are left in the equipment. 
In the field, this must be recognized 
and filters used to catch these parti- 
cles. 

Why then do these particles show 
up in the field? “Freon-12,” or for 
that matter the other “Freons’” and 
methyl chloride are very fine sol- 
vents. They will wash out, and carry 
around over the system, materials 
that ordinary solvents just do not 
seem to dislodge. So that is another 
thing that we have to accept and take 
into account when installing a new 
system. 

Even a one horse power commercial 
system circulates “Freon-12” at a 
rate of about 200 Ibs. of “Freon-12” 
per hour. If the total charge is 10 lbs., 
it makes a complete change of refrig- 


compressors, and controls at con- 
siderable velocities, scrubbing the 
inner walls as it passes. 

Oil is mixed with the refrigerant, 
thus adding its cleaning action. Oil 


After a month’s or even a year’s 
operation, the system is apt to be 
much cleaner than a “brand new job.” 
So, on a new installation it is good 
practice and good economy to put on 
a generous liquid line filter ahead of 
the drier. Filters are a lot cheaper 
than driers. 

In that way, we save an expensive 
drier replacement and leave the drier 
free to do the job for which it was 
principally intended—to remove the 
moisture that we have come to recog- 
nize is to some extent inevitable in a 
new system. Let’s also recognize that 
some foreign matter is inevitable also, 
and put on a filter to catch it,—and 
save the drier.
